IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claim 21 has been amended as follows: 

21. (Amended) A method according to claim 20 wherein said active 
fragment of MARCKS protein comprises a sequence selected from SEQ ID 
NO: 1 [and SEQ ID NO: 2] and said peptide is delivered in a mucus-inhibiting 
amount.

Claim 40 has been amended as follows: 

40. (Amended) A pharmaceutical formulation according to claim 39 
wherein said peptide has an amino acid sequence comprising SEQ ID NO: 1
